The greatest meeting th.at lias ever

The Tabernacle seats 11,009 persons. 


Every seat was taken, and not less.fhan 
1.000 
stood up. On the outside of the 


structure wero prpbably 1,000 more, a;ni 
hundreds-went away when the;y fguni 
they could not get sgata, Not less tj$i_ 
14,000 or 15,000 men came to hear' the 
preacher, 
' The sermon had a powerful effect upon 
th« congregation. At its close Mr. Jones 
asked all who would promise tp live bet- 
ter lives ana give up sinful habits to 
stand up. Not less than 10,000 mon 
arose. It was a sight never seen here. 
The preacher then asked • all who were 
not church members and who wanted to 
become Christians to come up and shake 
his hand, Hundreds pressed forward 
with tearg in their eyes. Not nearly all 
could get to the preacher, as the crowd 
was B.O dense. It is estimated that not 
less than 1,000 persons were converted, 
among them many solid and substantial 
business men. Some of them were peo- 
ple who had not before heard Mr. Jones, 
and who had ridiculed his style of preach- 
ing.—Cor. Norfolk Virginian. 


Gold loco and Fiddlesticks. 


Emperor William has issued new reg- 


ulations respecting the wearing of 6-er- 
man -naval uniforms which are so mi- 
nute and elaborate that they fill a book 
or forty pages. Any admiral who mar- 
ries is in future to go through the cere- 
mony arrayed in his full uniform. Ad- 
mirals are only to wear plain clothes at 
the seaside or at baths, when out shoot- 
ing, at paasked balls, or when oh half 
pay. If they happen to be in Berlin.on 
a Sunday the cocked Jiat must be worn 
when walking about the city till 4 
o'qiopk in the afternoon.
